The majority of senators 
is unaware that the financial set-up of the 
paper is independent and out of the juris- 
diction of any member of the Student Sen- 
ate, including both the president and the 
chairman of the Student Tax Committec, 


The situation in The Beacon is different 
from most organizations on campus in that 
the puper provides for more than so per 
cent of its revenue through its, own iniua- 
tive, by soliciting advertisements. Despite 
the standard allotment of approximately 
§$,000 from student subscriptions, the 
annual printing bill for the paper alone 
amounts to some $8,000, thus necessitating 
outside revenue, 

Therefore, the money to be used for 
this dinner, to honor students who have 
contributed of their time and effort and 
not merely aggregated to stir up trouble, 
will be taken in the most part from. other 
than student money. The organizations men- 
tioned in the Senate's discussion, and com- 
pated to The Beacon, have no such per- 
centage of outside revenue, 

Stephen Rosenberg, the senate presi- 
dent, when asked if he did not think it 
important that a representative from The 
Beacon be present at the meeting, said his 
responsibility 2s president was merely “to 
chair the meetings” and it was the paper's 
responsibility to have someone there “in 
ease the subject might come up for dis- 
cussion.”
